SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


A ee he ek Teil da il de 


The superintending School Committee, in compliance with the laws of the 
State, respectfully present the following as his annual report of the schools with 
such other facts and suggestions as may be advisable. 

Our schools the past year have been for the most part satisfactory. The teach- 
ers, with one or two exceptions, have discharged their duties in an acceptable 
manner, and there has been no serious difficulty in any of the districts. Still 
there is ample room for improvement; there are many evils to be remedied, all 
of which have been ably discussed by my predecessors. The selection of teach- 
ers is of great importance and should receive increased attention. The low 
wages paid to female teachers have compelled many of them to seek more re- 
munerative employment, and we may not expect in the future to be always able — 
to secure the services of competent instructors at the small wages hitherto paid. 
A too rigid economy in this respect may lower the standard of our schools. 

I have made ne change in text books, except in Districts No. 1, 2 and 4, 
Greenleaf’s Arithmetic has been replaced by Quackenbos’—a less intricate and 
in my opinion much better work for general use. It has been universally liked 
wherever introduced. Cornell’s Geographies (the latest editions) have also been 
introduced. The numerous political changes throughout the world, the organi- 
zation of our territories and important geographical discoveries render the old 
geographies comparatively worthless for reference or study. A set of outline 
maps should be furnished in every District; in no way can geography be so rap- 
idly learned and the knowledge so well retained as by the study of these maps. 
More attentien should be given to writing; the copy should be adapted to the 
capacity of the pupil and his ability to-understand the simplest elements of pen- 
manship. The Readers in our schools have been so long in use that they have 
ceased to be interesting to the pupil, and I regard a change as highly desirable. 

During the year the school-house in District No. 5 has been repaired, and the 
result was a school-room much improved. Lhope the people in Districts No. 3 
and 4 will soon repair their school-house and out-buildings, or provide some de- 
cent accommodations for their children, especially in No. 4. 

While freely criticising the relations existing between teachers and’ pupils, pa- 
rents should not be unmindful of the responsibilities resting upon ¢Aem. Itshould 
be the parents’ aim to impress upon the mind of the child the importance of a 
punctual and regular attendance, and the necessity of a cheerful and willing obe- 
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dience to the reasonable regulations of the school. Let parents encourage stu; 
dious habits and frequently remind their children of the great benefits to be de 
rived from a good education. Let them mantfest a practical interest by visiting the 
schools, especially on examination-day. ‘The lack of this has the past year been 
too manifest for the good of all. We complain that the teacher does not do his 
or her duty. How do we know this, when the only time we enter the school- 
room is at the annual meeting of the District. In this fastand progressive age, 
every proper means should be taken to elevate the standard and increase the ef- 
ficiency of our schools. We cannot afford to be behind the times. We cannot 
safely ignore the improved text books and the new aud approved method of 
teaching. In our common schools we behold the future of our country. Hdu- 
cate the people, andcrime and pauperism will diminish. IGNoraNce is the high 
road to vice and crime. Money withheld from the school-house may be spent at 
the pauper-house and prison. . 

I do not feel at liberty to close my report without referring somewhat in detail 
to the different schools and the teachers connected with them. 


District Wo. 1. 


The school in District No. 1 was taught by the author of this Report, and a 
resident of the District. 


District No. 2. 


The Summer Term was taught by Mr. Nathaniel L. Colby, of Haverhill, Mass. 
Mr. Colby labored hard and faithfully. The discipline was hardly as strict as 
we could have desired. Commendable progress was made in reading and writ- 
ing. The Winter Term is now progressing under the instruction of Miss Caro- 
line A. Perkins, a resident of the District.

Of the final re- 
sult we cannot speak, as the term has not closed: considering the privileges this 
school enjoys it is not so far advanced as it should be.

District No. 3. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Sarah E. Forsyth, of Newburyport. 
I found Miss Forsyth’s school very quiet, orderly and well-disposed, and the 
scholars evidently have made good progress. 

The Winter Term is under the charge of Mr. Jarvis McDuftie; of Exeter, an 
old experienced teacher. Mr. Mcfuffie complained of irregularity of attend- 
ance. Parents ean remedy this evil. Will they not do it? 


District No. 4. - 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Martha A. Dowe, a resident of Sea- 
brook. In the several visits made to her school during the year, I invariably 
found good order, close attention to the studies on the part of the scholars and 
careful instruction on the part of the teacher. 

{he Winter term is under the care of Mr. Edwin Eaton, a resident of the Dis- 
trict. Mr. Eaton is an experienced teacher. His method differs somewhat from 
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that of many teachers at the present time. . At my last visit I found the scholars 
making improvement. The school has not yet closed. 


District No. 5. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Martha P. Perkins, of Hampton. 
Your Committee found the school-house densely crowded. The number of pu- 
pils is double the number that ought to be under thecharge of one teacher. Miss 
Perkins proved herself to be successful and efficient in the management of the 
school, giving general satisfaction to the District. 

The Winter Term is progressing under the management of Mr. Richard L 
Gove, of Seabrook. At my last visit 1 recommended that more scholars should 
attend to writing. ‘This school contains the best scholars of any one in town. 
The parents in this District have increased their efforts to provide a decent 
school-room and suitable books for their children. The school is expected to 
continue through next month. Prudential Committees should be careful that 
their schools commence in season to close at least three weeks before the Town 
Meeting in March, otherwise a complete School Report is impossible. 

It gives your Committee much pleasure to report the names of Annie M. Locke 
and Hattie E. Gove, in District No.2; Katie Felch and Harriet A. Dow, in No. 
8, and Charlie Knowles, in No. 4, who have not been absent at any session dur- 
ing a full term; and Frank B. Sanborn, in District No. 1, and John F. Guynan, 
in No. 4, who have not been absent from school during the year. They deserve 
great praise for their punctuality, and their example is very commendable. 

Commending the welfare of our schools to the careful supervision of our suc- 
cessor, and to the wise liberality and care of the community, we respectfully 
submit the foregoing without further comment.
